THE MILITIA BILL 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday 
afternoon, Hon. Mr, Cartier introduced 
his bill respeoting the Militia and the de- 
fenco of tho Dominion of Oanada, The 
bill divides the Militia into actiye and re 
serve militia. Tbe active militia is to be 
composed of volunteors, of tho regular mil 
itia, Tho reserve militia is to be com- 
posed of men who would not be called to 
serve in any ono of these capacities, The 
militia in general will bo composed of the 
male inhabitants of the Dominion between 
18 and 60 years of age, who will be liable 
to be called out in cago ofa levy en masse. 
The militia is to be divided into four 
classes. Tho first is to comprise all male 
inhabitants between the ages of 18 and 30, 
upwarried or widowers without children; 
the second those from 30 to 45, unmarried 
or widowers without children; the third 
class*thoge from 18 to 45, married or wi- 
dowers having childron; and the fourth 
from 45 to 60 years of age. Tho bill por 
mits tlio organization of volunteers under 
existing laws. A certain time will be al- 
lowed for yolunteerg to enrol themselves, 
and then if the number be not sofficient, 
it is proposed to fill up the service compan- 
ies, 80 that tho number of trained men 
throughout the Dominion should not be 
less than 40,000, and at the same time the 
officers of the reserve militia or such pro- 
portion as may be osdered, are to train 
with service companies. In regimental 
divisions in which the complement is not’ 
raised by volunteering service, men to be 
ballotted for. 

The Dominion is to be divided into nine 
districts, of which New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia are to form one each, Quebce 
three, and Ontario four. To each district 
a District Deputy Adjutane General will 

appointed with a staff. Regimental 
visions will be marked out; and if it is 
decided to divide the Dominion into two 
hundred regimental divisions, Ontario will 
have 88, Queboo 68, Nova Scotia 24, New 
Brunswick 20. The bill provides for the 
appointment of a colonel and two majors, 
and other necessary officers for every regi 
mental division with captains, licutensnts 
and othor officers as may be necessary. To 
furnish the quota of service men, Upper 
Canada will have to furnish 17,500; Low- 
er Canada 13,500 ; New Brunswick 4,000, 
and Nova Scotia 5,000, IL it be nccessary 
to resort to the ballot in any regimental 
division, the selectionzwill be mado first 
from unmarried men between 18 and 30, 
then from unmarried men between 30 and

It is one 
of the substances distilled from petroleum, 
and is highly volatile, inflammable, and 
when the vapor is mixed with air, oxplo- 
sivo, We hayo frequently been much 
alarmed, upon visiting neighbors and friends 
in the evening, to observe a phial of this fluid 
standing in close proximity with a lamp, or 
gasflame, and tho odor pervading the 
room. A very small quantity is capablo of 
doing irreparable mischiof. Tho contents 
of a four-once phial, if overturned and va- 
porized, would render the air of a moderate- 
sized room explosive ; or if ignited, a whole 
family might be seriously burned, or lose 
their lives from it. It should never be 
used in the vicinity of flame; and it is im- 
porfant to rememker that through the me- 
dium of escaping vapor, when tho phial is 
uncorked, flame will leap to it through a 
space of several fect. Benzino is often sold 
under various fanciful names, and, there- 
fore, any article procured from druggists for 
removing oil or gtease fabrior, should be 
handled with great care, 


Ontons AS MeEpIcINE.—Hardly too 
much can be said in favor of onions as 
remedy for coughs and colds, especially for 
children, they are invaluable. They may 
be cooked and eaten at meal time, or stir: 
red up in vinegar. A syrup mado of them 
has saved mapy a child from an attack of 
croup or lung fevor, and where those die 
eases were full settled it has gone far to- 
ward aspeedy cure, ‘To prepare the syrup, 
slice an onion in a tin basin, pour upon 
it a teaspoonful of molasses, or what is

of thought and freedom of speech, It is a 
hornble menace held out by a secret organ- 
ization, to all public men who have the mor- 
al courage to giye expression to their con- 
victions, on any subject which that organiza- 
tion may prohibit to be discussed. This was 
no doubt the moral effect which this dreadful 
crime was intended to produce, And we 
cannot help remarking here, that our admir- 
ation of Mr, McGee's character is increased 
to the highest degree, when it is considered 
that he well knew that he carried his life in 
his hand, and yet did not in the slightest de 

gree forbear in his denunciations of Fenian- 
iam. Such moral courage is seldom equa!- 
led and never surpassed. The courage which 
inspires men on the field of battle, is feeble 
wh€n compared with that which, for the sake 
of a moral or political principle, would 
risk the treacherous bullet of the mid- 
night assassin, It is, therefore, no e@xag- 
eration to style such a man a martyr 
to his principles, and more illustrious 
than he who braves the cannon’s mouth, and 
falls on the field in defence of his country, 
in honorable warfare. But what will be the 
moral effect of this foul murder? Will it, as 
his murderers intended, strike terror in the 
hearts of all those hitherto accustomed to 
denounce Fenianism as a lawless and wick- 
ed association? Even in this his murderers 
will be disappointed. Like all foola they have 
over-reached themselves, and miscalculated 
the results. 

Eloquent as he was in his life, in his tragio 
death Mr, McGee appeals to humanity with an 
eloquence that electrifies, and which must en- 
chain all hearts to the cause for which he was 
sacrificed. His principles, founded upon his 
love for his adopted country, consecrated by 
this bloody baptism, must gain converts which 
his living tongue would never have reached,— 
But what should be said of the cause which 
planned, hatched, and carried into execution 
this detestible crime? How much benefit is 
that cause going to reap by this diabolical trans- 
action? How many more dollars will by its 
means be obtained from deluded servant girls 
and scheeming pobticians? How many more 
volunteers will be Jikely to join the ranks of a 
Society upon which rests the ineffaceable stain 
of bloody murder? It will not be the Vic- 
toria cr the Imperial Oross that these men 
will hope to wio, but their guerdon will be the 
mark of Cain, that will cause all honest aud 
upright men to shun them as they would the 
pestilence or the yenontous reptile. Such are 
the fruits which the murderers of Mr. McGee 
can only hope to gather, ‘The man whose life 
they conspired against will harm them more 
by his death than had he lived one hundred 
years, So are the schemes of wicked men 
often defeated by the very act which}they cal- 
culated would give them success, 

We will-conclude this by the following ex- 
tract from the Philadelphia Yelegraph, in 
order to show the change of sentiment with 
regard to Fenianism in the United States, It 
is only a fair specimen of the sentiment ex- 
pressed in the whole American press :— 


“ Whether or not the Feniam associations are 
Guilty of this murder, if they had but had com. 
mon sense and foresight they shuld haye, if ne- 
cesaary, eurrounded him by a guard to proteat 
him from evil for fear of the Gonsequences to 
themselves As it now is, the Fenians stand 
acoursed in the eyes of all civilized People, and 
nothing oan remove the stain of indelible dis- 
grace, exopt a total exculpation from al) parti- 
cipation in the crime. 1n his murder they have 
rajeed ton thousand onemies, all of whom can 
do more harm than ever conld the tongue of 
the dead. For an organization to assassinate a 
public man fer opinion’s sake, is to heap odium 
on itself, aud change what might before have 
been patriotic feeling into cowardly and gold- 
blooded murder, To shoot a man in the bask 
at night! Oan apy one oall thi, action aught 
but the deed of a poltroon and asjassin 1”

It is human nature, when anything goos 
wrong, to lay the blame at some ono else's 
door rathor than at one’s own,—to shift the 
responsibility from one’s own shoulders; and 
we cannot but think that if the Act is beno- 
ficial in itself, it ia the creditors’ fault if it is 
not 80 practically. Of late oreditors pay much 
more attention to insolvency proceedings than 
formerly; the rosult is loss dissatisfaction ; 
and we havo no hositation in saying that if 
thoy will only attend to their business, in 
every caso of insolvonoy, the Statuto gives 
thom ample powors to protect their intorests. 
Tho ‘‘obeervations” entirely ignore tho fact 
that in Ontario the Act is applicable to all, 
whether tradora or not—in Quoboc it is only 
applicablo to tradors. 
We havo taken up 80 much spaco witha 
fow of the “observations” that wo must forego 
entering upon our proposed amendments to 
tho statute. Porhaps wo shall roturn to tho 
subject again.

But Kagsai 
was only beginning his groat purposes, and 
the moro thrilling acts of his life were yet 
to be performed. His wife's grandmother, 
the Waizeroo Menai, wife of the old Ayto, 
disparaged the young lady's match, and so 
insulted Kassai that ho marched against her 
troops, beat them, and took her grand 
dowry-provines of Dembea, after which he 
forced the Ras Ali to acknowiedgo him Ras 
of Dembea and Kanra, having his palace in 
Gondar. 

But the father-in-law was only biding.his 
timo. In 1850 he sent Birrn Goshu with 
a great forco against Kassai, who, being 
taken by surpriso, was driven to his old 
fastnesscs, But he quickly recovered him- 
celf, gathered the whole mountain wrpen- 
tale, and coming down impetuously upon 
Birru, defeated him in signal manner, 
and resumed his placoin Gondar. Ras Ali, 
finding that the young conquerer was be- 
coming too powerfal, resolved to make ono 
more vigorous offort to suppress him. He 
jmarched qith his whole force and attacked 
Kassai in Dembea, but was repulsed. He 
then retired to Debra Tabor, gathering his 
remaining strength for a final effort. But 
the battle of Garota was fatal to his power. 
He fied from the field, and took refuge 
among the Yedju Gallas, in the south-enst- 
erm part of Lasta, where he died a short 
time after, 

The Ayto now passed into the custody 
of Oubio, Kas of Tigray and Semen, who 
sent the Birra of Godjam against tho con- 
qurer. But tho latter overthrew his op- 
ponent, and made himself master of Am- 
hara, the old centre of the Kingdom, and 
the synonym of Abyssinio. The most 
powerful Ras of the kingdon, Ras Oubie, 
now took the field. But the star of Kassai 
was still in the ascendant. At the bloody 
and decisive battle of Derasie, Oubic was de- 
feated and taken prisoner. His palace for- 
tress of Amba Hai was entered; and the 
two most venerable personages of the king- 
dom, the Abuna Salama, and the old Ayto, 
saluted the daring Kassai as their conqueror 
and protector. The latter then received 
from the Abuna’s hands a still higher in- 
vestiture of royalty, and the appellatives of 
“ Negas”’ and ‘‘ Theodore.” It might not 
be out of place to observe that one of these 
names is that once borne by one of the 
Pictish kings, and the other is the titular 
style of another race of British princes— 
the ‘‘ Tidder,” or ‘‘ Tudor.” Theodore, it 
will be observed, is now Mayor of the 
Palace, and keeper of his old sequestered 
kinsman, the Ayto. 


noise of journals in London when the nows 
of these things had reached it; and then it 
began to be stated that Theodore was a 
poor crazy savage who was in love with the 
Queen, who had written her a proposal of 
marriage, and who, on receiving no reply, 
had wreaked his revenge on the Conaul and 
the missionaries, Jike another Nena Sohib. 
There were some in Kogland, however,who 
understood matters; and after a speech by 
Lord Shaftesbury in the House of Lords, 
Lord Russell advised the Queen to write a 
civil reply. Mr. Hormuzd Rassam, tho 
learned explorer of tho Ninoyah ruins, was 
accordingly sent off to demand the libera- 
nea of the captives and doliver the Queen's 
etter. 

Bat after Rassam had reached Massowah, 
& messenger came from England to recall 
the letter on account of some informality in 
it. It was recalled ; and, in 1865, Mesars 
Blanc and Prideaux were sent southward 
with another; after which, in the begin- 
ning of 1866, Rassam proceeded to Gondar, 
leaving a more formal reply to Theodoro’s 
epistlo of 1862, The Negus received 
Rasaam very favorably and mado him a pre- 
sent of 15,000 Maria Theresa dollara—a 
fact which showed his gratitude for any- 
thing in the shapo of a recognition or hand- 
some treatment. What followed has such 
an air of contradiction and is so indistinct- 
ly explaimed that it is hard to understand 
it. 

When Raasam, it is said, made su‘t for 
the captives, Theodore granted it and or- 
dered them to be brought from Magdala 
and transferred to him. This being done, 
Cameron and the rest were on their way to 
the coast, when it is stated they were again 
arres%ed and returned to prison, and Rassam 
himself along with them.

active in Abyssinia. Mr. Bell, like Pearce, 
was then a resident in tha country, having 
married the daughter of ono of the chiefs ; 
and after Mr. Plowden visited it, in 1847, 
these gentlemen seemed to have worked in 
concert for the purpose of forming an Hng- 
lish influence or English party in the King- 
dom.

| MURDER IN RUSSIA, 


| A horrible butchery has been comm] 
at Tamborff. It as that one oeiae 
fortnight ago, a tradesman, called Jemarin, 
quitted his house on business about five, 
|leaving behind him his mother, his eldest 
|80n, aged 11, the cook, and dyornik, or door 
|porter. Mde. Jemarin, the second son, 
aged 4, a female relation, and a nursemaid, 
who composed tho rest of the family, were 
all absent, but a carriage was to be sent to 
fetoh them during the course of the even 
ing. Atten M. Jemarin came home and 
knocked at the door, but no one answered 
jhis summons. Whilo he was waiting in 
perplexity the Coachman and nurse camo 
| up and told him that, having tried in vain 
| to get into.the house, they had thought it 
| prudent to go in search of the Police, sever- 
jal of whom~ accompanied them. An en- 
| trance was effected by the chief lobby, tha 
inner door of which (there are generally two 
| in Russian houses) was found open, and on 
| reaching the first room six dead bodies were 
| discovered lying on the floor—those of the 
mother, the wife, the eldest boy, the rela- 
| tion, the cook, and the dyornik, The 
est boy lay on the floor, with his head out 
open, bat breathing. Madame Jemarin, 
‘the lady, and the younger boy were still 
| dressed in their furs, which proves that the 
crime was committed at the yery instantof 
their retarn, Five bullete, all of the same 
|size, and evidently discharged from a re- 
| volver, were extracted from the bodies. In 
the next room was found an iron ball, tied 
| to aleather thong, covered with blood. The 
house is situated in one of the most popu- 
lous parta of the town, so that one is lost in 
conjecture how such a wholesale massacre 
could have been accomplished without a- 
|wakening alarm among the neighbors or 
passors-by. 


A Warwnine To Yours,—A young man 
named Pickle, 19 years of age, committed 
suicide in Port Huron, on Saturday last, 
by hanging himself in his father’s barn. He 
had been in the employ of Mr. M. Walker, 
for over two years, and had the confidence of 
his employer to such anZextent, that he slept 
in the Jewellery Shop, and was entrusted 
with one of the keys of the safe; in short 
was respected by all, and only a few days 
previous, became a member of the Congre- 
gational Church. Tor some time past Mr. 
Walker. missed money from the Cash draw- 
er, but did not know which of his men was 
at fault, till ho took the precaution to mark 
some on Monday evening, and put it in the 
drawer after the rest of the men had left 
the shop. Next morning it was gone, and 
Pickle being the only one in the shop, hus 
guilt thus became olear.

time of warning; you will not bo warned o| 
third timo,” Mr, MoGee used to talk of | 
this to his friends, and desoribe bia sensa- 
tions, and speak of the appearance of the 
man. Ho treated tho matter lightly, too 
lightly, os, alas! it has proyed, But he | 
must not have been unaware, from that 
circumstance and the numerous menacing | 
lottors ho received, that he was the objeot 
of a concerted hatred, if not of organized 
conspiracy. ‘Tho next timo that Wholan is 
heard of is at Montreal, where he took up 
his residence, after Mr. McGee's duties no 
longer called him to Quebec, and ho was 
there ono of the bitterest personal opponents 
and political antagonists. His efforts against 
him were uoremitting. It will be recolleot- 
ed that on the hustings Mr. MoGee stretch- 
ed out his hand, and, addressing somo one 
in the crowd who was violently abusing 
him, said, ‘I know you, sir, and have in 
my possession evidence that would hang 
half-a-dozen of you.” This, it is surmised, 
was addressed to Whelan, and in him Mr. 
MoGee no. doubt recognized the midnight 
“warner.” But the eleotion over, and Mr. 
MoGece being at Ottawa to attend to his 
parliamentary duties, we find Whelan there, 
too, leaving his wife and family in Montreal. 
Why should it bo that Whelan followed 
Mr. McGeo from Quebec to Montreal, from 
Montreal to Ottawa? His tendencies there 
were well known; and he was one of the 
marshals on horseback that took charge of 
that procession at Ottawa, which under the 
name of St. Patrick, so openly sympathised 
with tho Fenian conspirators. Nothing, 
then, that is known of ‘he man is to his 
credit, and all that is known of him indi- 
cates him as a more likely man than any 
other for the foul act.

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preceeding tho murder ho was: particularly 
noticed. He was at Mrs,MoKenna’s saloon 
more that once during the evening, and 
was io and out of tho gallory of the House 
no less than four times during the debate. 
In the course of Mr. MoGee’s speech, when 
he held the House in absolute silence,— 
Whelan and some two or three associates 
began making a noise, and uttering scoffing 
sounds, and so much so that tho attention 
of the Sergent-at-Aams was directed to the 
matter. It is cyident that his four visits 
to the gallery had been premeditated, as he 
gave up a ticket cach time he came in, and 
must have had four, or more, tickets in his 
possession. During his visits to and fro 
he had long and earnest conversation with 
Buckly, the messenger, who was his fellow- 
marshal on the occasion of the procession to 
which we have alluded, Buckley was the 
last man who left Mr. McGee; the last 
who saw him alive, the murderer alone ex- 
cepted. Whelan remained till the close of 
the debate, even till after the keeper of the 
gallery, W. Graham, had gonehome. The 
last seen of him at that time, two o'clock in 
the morning, was on the steps of the Parlia- 
mentBuildings. A few minutes after the shot 
was fired, another witness testifies to mect- 
ing Whelan and telling him of the murder, 
but the latter refused to go to see the place 
of the ocourrence. But he is seen in 

sel’s Hotel, about four minutes’ walk from 
Mrs. Trotter's, talking with a man named 
Doyle. This was ten minutes after the 
murder. He could have reached that place 
by turning down O'Connor street, at the 
corner of which stands the Queen’s Print- 
er’s Buildings, and taking a back street im- 
mediately behind, have so gained the hotel 
at tho timo stated, It was necessary that 
he should be at the hotel in order to show 
that he was in public at tho time of the 
murder, or as near it as possible. Then, 
upon his arrest, a revolver was found upon 
him, one chamber of which had been recent- 
ly discharged, though the back of the car- 
tridges had been artfully smeared with 
greaso to give them all a similar appearance, 
The bullet found in the door, which had 
passed through the neck and mouth of the 
deceased, corresponded with tho bore of the 
pislol found on the prisoner; and though 
this, considering that there are so many 
pistols of the samo kind to bo met with, 
would not be conolusive evidenco, yet, taken 
in connection with the tampering that had 
taken place with the cartridges, and the 
traces of a recent explosion in the pistol, is 
significant and of great importanoo. On 
his arrest he beoame despondent and nery 
ous in the extreme, and ovinced a trepida 
tion which few innocent men would have 
felt. But tho information in the hands of 
the Government which led primarily to his 
arrest, had not yot beon published It 
must have been direct and to thoir minds 
conclusive; for the man was not arrested 
on account of any circumstance that his 
conduct had given rise to—they oamo sub- 
acquently, and are coufirmatory merely— | 
but evidently from direct informatien point 
ing to Whelan as tho man, It wasno train 
of evidence, link upon link, doycloped with
